464 PCGS 1862 MS 61. Semi-prooffike. 

465 NGC 1862 MS 61. Slightly granular on the reverse. 

466 PCGS 1862 MS 63. Boldly struck with a fight overlay of 
reddish color. 

467 PCGS 1862 MS 64. An original coin with rich reddish 
surfaces and a strong strike. 

468 PCGS 1868 MS 63. Only slightly scarcer in the better grades 
of mint state, the 1868 is one of the better produced dates in 
the series. This is a lovely semi-prooffike coin that has even 
reddish color on both sides and shows just a couple of field 
marks that prevent a higher grade. Trends $2,300. 

469 PCGS 1869 MS 65. A scarce and unh eralded date among later 
issues of gold dollars with a mintage of only 5,900 pieces.

Lighter centers with deep-reddish 
accents at the margins. 

473 PCGS 1873 Open 3 MS 63. Good color and luster, just a few 
light slide marks on the cheek account for the grade. 

474 PCGS 1874 MS 63. Contrasting obverse and reverse coloration 
and showing just a few small marks here and there. 

475 PCGS 1888 MS 64. Bright surfaces with a bold, medal-like 
strike on the devices.

One of the more obtainable dates in the 
gold dollar series as a proof, this piece has moderately good 
mirrors in the fields and hazy reddish-golden color with only 
one tiny tick on the cheek of Liberty that is in any way 
obvious. 


EARLY QUARTER EAGLE 

479 PCI 1805 AU 53. Repaired Rim. A nice looking example of 
this rare early type. Heraldic Eagle two and a halves are a 
very scarce and overlooked series, and while the 1805 has 
been accorded "common" status, it is really very rare when 
lifted outside the context of the series. The above mentioned 
repair on the rim is not visible and we must assume it refers to 
some problem on the edge of the coin, rather than the small 
area of pinscratching on the lower reverse. Well struck on the 
obverse with some of the usual softness on the reverse and 
showing prooflike fields which are characteristic for most 
Heraldic Eagle coins. Trends $8,350. 


CLASSIC QUARTER EAGLES 

480 PCI 1839-C AU 55. Whizzed. A rare coin in any grade and a 
significant condition rarity as well, but of course, the value 
and desirability is greatly diminished by the whizzing. There 
are also a couple of scratches on the obverse that must be 
reckoned with as well. Trends $3,900 in AU 50. 

481 PCGS 1839-D Fine 15. Softly defined and well worn but an 
original coin with only a couple of marks which are consistent 
with the grade. Very scarce, and a coin that should be of 
interest to the many collectors of this series. Trends $465 in 
Fine 12. 


482 PCGS 1839-0 VF 25. Original surfaces that show good color. 
The striking quality is somewhat irregular and there are a 
couple of field marks on the reverse. Scarce. Trends $535 in 
VF 20. 


LIBERTY QUARTER EAGLES 

483 PCGS 1840 VF 30. Popular as a first year of issue, but usually 
not seen any finer than VF or XF. Softly struck as always. 

484 PCGS 1846-C XF 46. A well struck example of this scarce 
early C-mint quarter eagle. Bright yellow-gold color with only 
a couple of minor field marks. Trends $1,250. 

485 PCGS 1843-C Small Date AU 63. Very scarce as an issue 
with this coin also being one of the finer examples known. The 
'43-C has the lowest mintage of all Charlotte quarter eagles 
with only 26,064 struck, of which only a third are estimated to 
be of this variety. This piece shows the typical softness in the 
center of the reverse. The fields are bright and there is just a 
bit of reddish color on each side. Trends $10,750 in AU 50. 

486 PCGS 1843-D AU 50. Small Mintmark. A common Dahlonega 
quarter eagle and a sharply struck piece that has light yellow- 
gold color and problem-free surfaces. Trends $2,900. 

487 PCGS 1846-0 XF 45. Actually a scarcer date than is generally 
recognized and very elusive any finer than Choice XF. As with 
nearly all surviving '46-0 quarter eagles, this piece shows a 
profound lack of detail on the eagle around the shield and also 
on the upper hair curls of Liberty. Otherwise, a clean coin that 
shows just a few traces of luster still and yellow-gold color. 
Trends $575 in XF 40, $1,550 in AU 50. 

488 NGC 1847 XF 45. Weakly struck on the reverse. A scarcer 
date. Trends $460 in XF 40, $1,225 in AU 50. 

489 PCGS 1848 AU 55. Rarely seen in high grades, the 1848 is a 
difficult coin overall, but not quite as rare as it was thought to 
be some 40 years ago. This is a lovely piece with prooflike 
fields and little of the characteristically weak strike on the 
eagle's leg. Trends $2,400 in AU 50, $7,450 in MS 60. 

490 PCGS 1848 CAL. VG 10. A low grade specimen that only 
shows a few minor field marks, but the all-important CAL. 
imprint on the reverse is plainly evident. One of the more 
affordable examples of this famous and historically important 
gold coin. Trends $6,500 in Fine 12. 

491 NGC 1849-D XF 40. A fine looking coin that has no 
mentionable surface problems. Weak in the centers, as are all, 
with indistinct denticles as well around each side. Greenish- 
gold color. Trends $1,550. 

492 PCGS 1850-C AU 56. This is one of the 4 finest examples 
certified of this conditionally rare Charlotte quarter eagle; 
none are finer than AU 55. Only the left leg of the eagle is 
softly struck on this coin and there are a couple of thin 
scratches in the right obverse field. Trends $3,000 in AU 50, 
$14,000 in MS 60. 

493 NGC 1852 MS 61. Sharply struck with good color. 

494 PCGS 1854 AU 55. Sharply struck in all areas 

495 PCGS 1854-D AU 50. The '54-D is a monumental gold rarity 
with a mintage of only 1,760 pieces. Not only is it rare in the 
absolute sense, but it is also a major condition rarity. At the 
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AU 50 level this coin is tied for finest known with 5 other 
pieces. This coin shows the characteristic soft strike on the 
eagle and indistinct denticles. Otherwise, the surfaces show a 
small planchet flake between stars 11 and 12 and there are a 
couple of small digs above the eagle on the reverse. Trends 
$ 11 , 000 . 

496 NGC 1856 AU 58. Close to mint state. Slightly soft in the 
centers. 

497 PCGS 1856-D XF 40. The '56-D is one of the rarest of all 
issues from the Dahlonega mint as one can easily see from its 
miniscule mintage of only 874 pieces. This coin falls just 
outside the condition census with the finest piece certified 
being an MS 60 by NGC. It shows the diagnostically weak 
strike on the feathers of the eagle, but otherwise the only flaw 
on the coin is a tiny scratch in the field above the eagle, which 
we mention only for pedigree purposes. Trends $8,750. 

498 NGC 1857 AU 58. Well struck in most areas and almost fully 
mint state. 

499 PCGS 1859-D XF 45. The 1859-D is the final year of issue for 
the Dahlonega mint and is a rare coin in all states of 
preservation with an estimated 60 pieces remaining in all 
grades out of the original mintage of 2,244 pieces. This coin is 
slightly soft in the centers and shows a small planchet rift in 
the field above the eagle. Lightly, but extensively, abraded 
giving the coin an almost matte-like appearance. Trends 
$2,750 in XF 40, $7,500 in AU 50. 

500 PCGS 1860 AU 50. Well struck with even reddish color 
Trends $615. 

501 NGC 1860-C MS 63. This coin is of great importance to 
collectors of Southern gold and anyone interested in condition 
census 19th century U.S. gold. This is the only piece certified 
by the major services in mint condition and is at least five 
points finer than the second finest known. The surfaces are 
typical for the issue in that they show numerous planchet 
defects that are common to virtually all known survivors. 
However, this piece is atypically well struck with good detail 
on the hair curls and only slight softness on the eagle's 
plumage. An outstanding specimen of this very scarce late 
date Charlotte quarter eagle. Trends $58,500. 

502 PCGS 1861 MS 63. Fully struck and showing evidence of 
having been struck from striated dies. 

503 NGC 1861 MS 63. Well struck with bright surfaces. 

504 PCGS 1866 AU 50. A very rare coin in all grades with no 
more than 50 pieces believed extant in all grades out of an 
original mintage of only 3,080 pieces. This is the second finest 
example certified, exceeded in grade only by an NGC AU 53. 
The strike is soft on the eagle's plumage, as usual, and the 
surfaces show a few small marks including a nick on the 
bridge of the nose. Rich orange-gold color surrounds the 
devices and provides a nice accent to the olive-green seen over 
most of the rest of the coin. Trends $11,000. 

505 PCGS 1871-S MS 62. A scarce date in mint condition with 
only a handful known. This is a lovely coin for the grade. The 
most detracting feature we can find is the unavoidable (and 
diagnostic) softness on the eagle's left leg. Otherwise, the 
surfaces exude a warm lustrous glow that has a reddish tint 
that is most appealing. Trends $3,450 in MS 60, $8,000 in MS 


506 NGC 1873 MS 60. Open 3. Good color and strike. The more 
common of the two varieties. 

507 NGC 1873 MS 63. Open 3. Sharply defined with rich reddish 
color and a few field marks that account for the grade.

588 PCGS 1860-S AU 53. A very elusive three-dollar issue that is 
even rarer than the official mintage of 7,000 would indicate as 
almost 2,600 pieces were melted in late 1869 as being 
lightweight. This is a significant condition rarity that is very 
important to specialists in the AU grade and virtually 
unknown any finer. It is a pleasing piece with semi-prooflike 
fields, only minor marks, and the characteristic softness of 


strike on the bow at the bottom of the reverse. Trends $5,850 
in AU 50. 

589 PCGS 1863 XF 45. A scarce and highly respected date with a 
low original mintage of only 5,000 pieces and limited 
availability in all grades. Heavily die clashed, as usual, with 
numerous small abrasions peppered across each side. Trends 
$850 in XF 40, $1,650 in AU 50. 

590 PCGS 1870 AU 55. Well struck with strongly mirrored fields 
■and deep reddish color. The 1870 is moderately scarce as a 
date but higher graded examples are quite elusive. Trends 
$1,775 in AU 50, $3,950 in MS 60. 

591 PCGS 1878 AU 53. Much orange-gold color adheres to the 
surfaces and there are noticeable portions of original mint 
luster still in evidence as well. Trends $865 in AU 50.

There are a number of small abrasions on each side and in the 
center of the obverse is evidence of die clashing, a thin 
planchet lamination, and a few shallow adjustment marks.

602 PCI 1838-C AU 50 Excessive Marks. Breen-6516, 

Repunched 5. Later die state with diagonal die break across 
much of the reverse.

LIBERTY HALF EAGLES 

603 PCI 1839-C VF 35. Surface Damage. A scarce early Charlotte 
Coronet five. The damage mentioned is on the lower back 
portion of the truncation of the neck where the coin has been 
struck and deeply scraped, so much so that a small raised 
impression was left on the reverse. 

604 PCGS 1840 AU 50. Broad Mill Border. A scarcer variety in 
this otherwise rather common year, the Broad Mill variety is 
especially scarce in grades above XF. Clean and relatively well 
struck with only slight softness on the eagle and showing good 
color. Trends $2,450. 

605 PCGS 1840 AU 53. Very sharply struck with a few minor field 
marks, and attractive olive-gold color overall. 

606 PCGS 1841-D XF 45. Small D. Well struck with good color and 
showing several small marks in the center of the obverse. One 
of the more easily obtainable Dahlonega half eagles. Trends 
$1,300 in XF 40, $3,450 in AU 50. 

607 PCGS 1842-D Large Date VF 30. A very rare half eagle, and 
in fact, the rarest of all Dahlonega issues in this widely 
collected series Akers regards this issue as more elusive in all 
grades than even the 1861-D. It is a condition rarity as well 
with very few known in XF, perhaps only 3 or 4 pieces in AU, 
and nothing finer.

This is an excellent 
coin for type purposes as it is one of the few New Orleans 
issues that is periodically available in this condition. Trends 
$ 1 , 100 . 

610 PCGS 1845-0 AU 60. Breen-6560, Plainly Repunched 18. A 
much scarcer variety in an issue that is far more difficult than 
the preceding New Orleans emission from 1844. Very scarce in 
AU condition, the '45-0 is a high R.6 in this grade. This is a 
very sharply defined coin with bright yellow-gold color and 
just a couple of coppery dabs of color toward the rims on each 


611 PCGS 1846-D/D XF 45. The D/D variety is not a significantly 
rarer coin than its normal mintmark counterpart, but it is 
certainly an interesting and unusual variety. The first punch 
was too high, being buried in the laurel branch. Little effort 
was made to efface the first punch and a second punch was 
then placed lower, in the normal position, leaving the second 
D over the first one. This is an original coin with noticeable 
bits of luster still remaining, and some darker reddish color on 
each side. 

612 PCGS 1846-0 AU 53. A scarce coin in all grades, the '46-0 is 
very elusive in AU condition and only 3 coins have been 
certified in mint, condition. This is a very sharply defined coin 
with virtually none of the central softness normally seen. Also, 
the only mentionable mark is a thin, arcing scratch on the 
cheek of Liberty, this is a slight imperfection on an issue that 
is so well known for numerous and heavy marks. Trends 
$5,050 in AU 50. 

613 NGC 1847-C VF 30. A scarcer date Charlotte issue that is 
usually not located any finer than VF or XF. This piece is 
heavily abraded on both sides but is actually quite well 
detailed for a Charlotte issue. Trends $875 in VF 20, $3,000 in 
XF 40. 

614 PCGS 1849-D VF 30. A rare D-mint five that is seldom found 
any finer than VF or the occasional XF. This piece shows a 
distinctive deep reddish patina surrounding the devices on 
each side.

615 PCGS 1850-D XF 40. Akers called this date "...quite possibly 
the most underrated D-mint half eagle in high grade after the 
1842-D Large Date, Large Letters." It is very scarce in all 
grades and all but unobtainable any finer than the present 
specimen. The design elements are incompletely defined on 
each side and the mintmark is weak, as usual. Lightly marked. 
Trends $1,600. 

616 PCGS 1851 AU 55. Sharply defined with much luster 
rem ainin g. Scarcer P-mint issue. 

617 NGC 1852 XF 45. 

618 PCGS 1852-C VF 35. One of the more readily obtainable 
Charlotte mint issues, this piece has attractive greenish-gold 
color and is only moderately abraded. Trends $575 in VF 20, 
$1,150 in XF 40. 


619 PCGS 1852-D AU 50. One of the more commonly encountered 
D-mint fives that is almost always found softly struck in the 
centers. This coin, however, is actually well struck for the 
issue with only minim al softness noted on the hair curls and 
eagle's neck. Bright surfaces with minimal abrasions. Trends 
$2,750. 

620 NGC 1863-D MS 61. Only rarely are Southern gold pieces 
offered in strict mint condition. Not only are they extremely 
rare in the absolute sense, but most of the high grade 
specimens are locked up in major gold collections. Usually it is 
only when one of these collections is dispersed that a coin such 
as this comes onto the market again after many years. While 
most '53-D fives are known for soft central details, this piece is 
very well brought up with only the slightest bit of softness on 
the highpoints. The fields are bright and semi-prooflike and 
there are no mentionable abrasions on either side. Sure to be 
of great interest and the subject of intense bidder demand. 
Trends $10,000 in MS 60. 
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621 NGC 1854 AU 58. Sharply struck with almost full mint luster. 
Really looks uncirculated. 

622 NGC 1854-C AU 50. A rare and overlooked Charlotte half 
eagle that is very scarce in XF and rates a mid to high R.7 in 
AU condition. This is a well struck piece for the issue with 
some softness in the centers, but the mintmark is weakly 
impressed as usual. A few minor field scuffs here and there 
but nothing of singular importance. Trends $3,950. 

623 PCGS 1856-0 XF 40. The first of two examples of this rare 
date offered in this sale. For the grade this coin is hard to beat 
as the surfaces are so clean and problem-free. Well struck, as 
usual, with much deep reddish color on each side. Trends 
$2,650. 

624 NGC 1856-0 AU 53. Well struck, as usual, with the weakest 
detail being on the neck feathers of the eagle. The surfaces are 
bright and retain a fair amount of luster and there are only a 
couple of marks on either side, certainly far fewer than the 
heavy abrasions usually seen on this issue. Prohibitively rare 
in AU, only one low grade mint state piece has been certified 
Trends $8,250. 

625 PCGS 1857-C XF 40. A scarce Charlotte five that has 
unusually strong details in the centers. The surfaces are clean 
overall with only the slightest pecks in the fields. Generally 
not found any better. Trends $1,325. 

626 PCGS 1857-C XF 45. A rare Charlotte half eagle and one that 
is especially elusive in AU or better condition. This piece is 
well struck and shows a distinctive deep reddish caste 
surrounding the outer devices that provides a colorful two- 
toned contrast. No major marks. Trends $1,325 in XF 40, 

$3,450 in AU 50. 

627 NGC 1857-0 XF 45. Not only is the '57-0 a rare coin in all 
grades with only 4 AUs certified and none in mint condition, 
but it is also one of the most challenging issues to locate with 
pleasing surfaces. This piece is well struck and appears 
completely original with a light reddish overtone atop the 
greenish-gold of the coin overall. There is a small grease stain 
(as struck) on the lower neck extending into the exergual area. 
Trends $2,300 in XF 40, $7,350 in AU 50. 

628 PCGS 1859-C XF 40. The main feature on any 1859-C is the 
reverse. Reverse details are indistinct at best, the result not of 
striking pressure because the obverse is fully struck, but 
probably the result of an improperly annealed die. As a result, 
the coin must be graded by the overall quality of the surfaces , 
there are no noticeable bits of luster remaining but the 
highpoints on the obverse do not show any excessive wear 
There are no distracting blemishes on either side, only a 
shallow planchet flake out of the upper reverse field. Trends

629 NGC 1861 AU 50. Pleasing orange-gold color. 

630 NGC 1861 AU 55. Fully struck with much luster remaining 

631 NGC 1861 AU 58. Fully struck with attractive color, especially 
on the reverse. 

632 PCGS 1866-S Motto VF 20. A rare and highly desirable S-mint 
five. Much deep reddish-orange color is seen within and 
around the devices. Lightly marked and. as always, lightly 
impressed on the mintmark Trends $1,100. 


633 PCGS 1871-S VF 25. A very scarce issue and seldom available 
above the VF-XF level. The devices are outlined in a deep 
reddish patina and overall the coin is clean and problem-free 
for the grade. Trends $625 in VF 20. 

634 PCGS 1872-S AU 50. A scarce date that is seldom seen above 
the XF level. This is a pleasing coin that has lovely color, 
bright surfaces, and no distracting blemishes.

This piece has a number of 
small abrasions on each side and there is a remnant of a 
prooflike finis h that can still be seen on each side. Slightly soft 
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in strike on the highpoints of the design and showing light 
reddish color. Trends $1,675 in XF 40, $5,500 in AU 50. 

727 PCGS 1872 MS 62. An extremely rare ten-dollar with a 
mintage of only 1,650 pieces. Breen estimates that only 10 to 
12 pieces exist in all grades, most of which are in low grades. 
Surviving business strikes and proofs are of approximate 
rarity with only 30 proofs originally struck. This piece is 
among the finest known, if not THE finest known. As noted in 
the Floyd Starr catalog, no business strikes were included in 
either the Kaufman or Norweb sales and both the Garrett 
(1976) and the Eliasberg coins were proofs. This piece has 
lovely yellow-gold color with faint tinges of rose in the fields 
and much mint frost on the devices. Fully struck, there are a 
few field marks that seem more important than they actually 
are because of the reflectivity seen on each side.
